
STAKB8 FOB MORRIS PARK. 

The Westchester Racing Association has 
opened twenty-six stakes to be ran at Morris 
Park this year. Twenty are for the spring 
meeting- and six 'for the aatnmn meeting. In 
general they are the old established fixtures 
with which horseowners are familiar, bat in 
line with the general trend in eastern turf 
affairs some valaable additions and improve- 
ments are noteworthy. 

The added money to the Metropolitan Handi- 
cap has been raised from |3,000 to $5,000, a gen- 
erous addition that will go far to increase the 
importance of the Metropolitan as the fore- 
ranuer of the Brooklyn and Sabarban Handi- 
-caps. 

Last year. The Manicipal Handicap, one and 
three-qaarters miles, won by Ben Holladay, was 
a guaranteed stakes of the value of $3,500. This 
year, with $2,600 added to a liberal subscription 
it will be worth far more to the winner. As a 
mate to this long distance race, the Morris Park 
Handicap is offered for the first time. It is 
over the conventional cup distance of two and 
a quarter miles. The $3,000 added money will 
serve to make it an alluring prize to the owners 
of good horses fit to go the route. 

Another new feature is the Grand National 
Steeplechase with $5,000 added. It is a new 
thing for the jumpers in this country to have 
such richness offered. The crumbs off the rac- 
ing table have heretofore been their portion, 
but here is a whole loaf at once. It is an in- 
ducement that will cause many fair class horses 
to be tried out over the sticks to ascertain what 
may be their promise at the jnmping game.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

A special from Lexington to the Louisville 
Courier-Journal gives the following in relation 
to the crop of Kentucky yearlings that will be 
for sale this year. 

“The leading thoroughbred breeding estab- 
lishments hereabouts will have for sale this 
summer about 700 youngsters representing the 
1898 produce of the studs. Of these probably 
one-half will be sold in the east and the other 
half in the west. Just now breeders are busy 
watching these youngsters in order that they 
may make up their minds as to which are best 
suited to the two markets. Following are some 
of the breeders who will sell in the east : Col. 
Milton Young, McGrathiana; Messrs. Clay & 
Woodford, Ruunymede; Maj. T. J. Carson, 
Dixiana; Maj. B. G. Thomas, Hiraville; Messrs. 
Applegate & McMeekin, Oakwood; J. N. Cam- 
den, Jr., Hartland; J. B. Haggle, Elmendorf: 
H. P. Headley, La Belle and Beaumont, and 
Mrs. John M. Clay, of Ashland Stud. 

“The produce of August Belmont’s Nursery 
Stud and of Mr. Keene’s Castleton Stud will be 
sold privately and used exclusively by the own- 
ers for racing. 

“The American Horse Exchange of New York 
will sell the majority of the yearlings, although 
William Easton, of New York, and Woodard & 
Shanklin, of this city, will handle a portion of 
them. At McGrathiana there are about 150 
head, but many of them will be sold privately, 
and only about sixty-five bead will be sent to 
the eastern market. Clay & Woodford will 
send about fifty head and Maj. Carson about 
thirty-five. These have been decided upon, but 
the other breeders have not yet made up their 
minds as to the numbers or market. The 
named breeders will sell with the American 
Horse Exchange some time near the 1st of 
June. Out of this large number of Kentucky- 
bred youngsters ought to come performers in 
1901 and 1902 that will be worthy of their high 
breeding. 

“The crop is an unusually large*one, and it is 
said that the individuality of the colts is re- 



markable, although this has been the hardest 
winter on horses known in this section in years. 
The crop from Oakwood will be divided as be- 
tween the east and west, and nearly all the 
breeders will reserve a few for the western 
market. However, they seem confident that 
the best market this season for yearling thor- 
oughbreds will be at the tracks where the best 
racing meetings are being held.’’ 

The contest for the Gentlemen’s Cup, won 
last week at Ingleside by Walter Hobart, has 
left any amount of heart-burning and recrimina- 
tion in its wake. Thursday’s Examiner says of 
the case : 

“Walter Hobart, the young millionaire, de- 
clares that he has been placed before the pub- 
lic in a wrong light in connection with the 
methods he employed to secure the mount on 
Dr. Sheppard in to-day’s gentlemen’s race at 
Ingleside. Said Mr. Hobarc yesterday: 'It has 
been published that I spent money in order to 
thwart Mr. Skinner’s plans for riding Di. Shep- 
pard. I did nothing of the kind. The majority 
of those eligible to ride in the gentlemen’s 
race voted for a change of conditions by which 
each of us was to secure bis own horse. Na- 
turally I wanted to get the best available. I 
tried for several and was refused. Then I went 
to Mr. Foster, who owns Dr. Sheppard. Ha 
assured me that he had not promised the horse 
to anybody, and I made arrangements then and 
there for having the mount on Dr. Sheppard. 
Surely there was nothing unsportsmanlike 
about that.’ 

“Owner Foster bears out Mr. Hobart. He 
said : ‘I certainly did not promise the horse to 
Mr, Skinner. When Mr. Hobart came to me 
be asked me if I bad promised Dr. Sheppard to 
anybody and I told him I had not. If I had 
given my word to Skinner that he should ride 
Dr, Sheppard, I certainly would have kept faith 
with him.’ 

“Skinner still stoutly asserts that Foster 
promised to let him have Dr. Sheppard. It is 
therefore a question of veracity between Foster 
and Skinner.’’
